Many of you have downloaded Zotero and have used it 

successfully with your first papers of the semester.  For 

those of you who have not downloaded it, or know what it 

is used for, please read on: 

Zotero is a free citation management software.  It holds 

all of your references +.pdf files of your articles.  Zotero is 

used in conjunction with your word processing software.  

It allows you to add in-text citations and creates a Refer-

ences page with just a few clicks.  Downloading the 

Zotero connector to Chrome, will enable you to save and 

extract the metadata from webpages.  

Download the software to your home computer and cre-

ate a free account online.  Export your citations from CI-

NAHL and Nursing Reference Center Plus or drag and 

drop your .pdf files into the Zotero library.  The Zotero 

tab is featured on the top ribbon of your word processing 

software.  When you are ready to insert your citations, 

use the Zotero tab and scroll to find your reference.  It is 

quite easy!  It is recommended to double-check all cita-

tions for accuracy.  Need more information? Copy the 

link below into your browser to watch a short video.

A nursing care plan (NCP) is a 

formal process that includes cor-

rectly identifying existing needs, 

as well as recognizing potential 

needs or risks. Care plans also 

provide a means of communica-

tion among nurses, their pa-

tients, and other healthcare pro-

viders to achieve health care out-

comes. Without the nursing care 

planning process, quality and 

consistency in patient care would 

be lost.  

Care plans serve as a means for 

nurses to communicate to an in-

dividual the care needed to 

achieve positive outcomes and 

transitions. (Carpenito 2017)

RESERVE BOOKS 

A question that has been asked by several students  

is “how to cite secondary sources”.  The recommen-

dation is to find the original source and read it!  I 

am including a link from the APA blog which ex-

plains why this is an important step.  https://

blog.apastyle.org/apastyle/2010/05/secondary-sources-

aka-how-to-cite-a-source-you-found-in-another-

source.html  

The blog post further indicates How it is done? 

In your reference list, provide a reference for the source you 

read. This is known as the secondary source because it is 

one step removed from the original source of the idea or 

quotation. In your text, name the original work and provide 

the citation for the secondary source. 

Let’s look at an example: 

Jones (2010) would be the reference you include in your 

reference list. Also, note that by mentioning the original 

format of the information (in this case a series of e-mail 

messages), you not only specify that this is a secondary 

source but also give the reader an indication of why that’s 

the case. Although it’s not a requirement, mentioning the 

original format answers this potential question for the 

reader so he or she can focus on the content!
